I Rise to Remark 
By CONGRESSMAN JOHN PHILLIPS 


(Last week I was discussing 
the procedures under which the 
labor-m anagem ent bill came to 
the Floor of the House. The let­ 
ter continues:! 
Under the procedures, am end­ 
m ents could he offered to the 
Wood am endm ent hv anyone, 
and on “rising" and becoming 
the Congress again, that am end­ 
ment could be accepted or re- 
jecled on one vote, instead of by 
votes on individual amendm ents. 
The Administration s a i d no 
am endm enis were to be accepted 
to the Lcsinski bill. Labor, as 
well as m anagem ent, wanted 
amendm ents. On Friday, the Ad­ 
ministration suddenly reversed 
its position and brought in a 
" s u b s t i t u t e " for the Wood 
amendm ent which included the 
injunction process and other de­ 
tails not desired by those who 
supported the Lesinski-adminis- 
tralion bill. The administration 
had now been on both sides of 
the argum ent, which I hope 
union members will note, and 
was about to get on a third side, 
if that is possible. 
THE A D M I N I S T R A T I O N 
"quickie" 'th e Sims am endm ent! 
was rejected 18.3 to 211. The 
W o o d amendment, with its 
changes, w as adopted 210 to 19(5. 
Since there are only 171 Repub­ 
licans, if all of us are well, and 


present, the bipartisan vote Is 
evident. The House recessed. 
Some of the members had to go 
to New York! Men and women, 
who had come to Washington to 
lobby, or to watch the bill's prog­ 
ress, had to pay another week­ 
end’s expenses. There was plenty 
of pressure. 
On Tuesday, the Lesinski bill 
(technically! which now had the 
Wood am endm ent substituted for 
its original wording, was adopted 
by roll call 217 to 203. Mr. Mar- 
cantonio dem anded an engrossed 
copy, a procedure which delays 
action one day. Incidentally, Mr. 
Marcantonio offered the only 
am endm ent which resembled the 
campaign promises of the Ad­ 
m in istratio n ; it received only 37 
votes. 
We met W ednesday noon. U n­ 
der the rule, the minority is given 
the motion to recommit. This 
protects a minority; another fea­ 
ture of the Republic. A commit­ 
tee member m akes it. or the 
leadership indicates the member 
to make it. A California Repub­ 
lican, I am sorry to report, w ith­ 
out consulting the Republican 
leadership, asked for recognition, 
and was recognized, to make the 
motion to recommit, indicating a 
previous understanding with the 
Democratic leadership, and thus 
meeting the letter of the rule, if 
not the spirit. The vote was 212 
to 209, to recommit. Close! Men 
on both sides, and of both par­ 
ties, took chances of defeat, in 
defense of the principle of this 
government, that the representa­ 
tive. on the floor, knows what 
the situation is, and the wording 
of any bill, and therefore what 
is best to do about the vote. 
When pressure groups destroy 
that, they destroy the Republic. 
AS THINGS STAND, the T H 
Act is still the law. There is no 
bill before the House. Mr. Wood 
has introduced his amendment, 
as adopted by the House, as a 
new bill. The Senate m ay bring 
out a bill. The chances of House 
committee action on any bill in 
the near future are remote. The 
chairm an could hardly risk a n ­ 
other attem pt to force out a bill 
without hearings. His rommittee 
also has bills on federal aid to 
education; bills on minimum 
wages, and other highly contro­ 
versial subjects. The adm inis­ 
tration still has a perfert score 
on its promises of last November: 
zero.
